(CST) Wednes- 
day- His court colleagues will be 
honorary pallbearers 
At the age of 55 Kutledge suc- 


cumbed to a cerebral hemhorrage 
In the little village hospital here 
Saturday night. He was stricken 
Aug. 27 while on vacation at near- 
by Ogunqult. 
In the capital Chief Justice Fred 


Vinson said Rutledge's death is a 
severe loss to the court and to me 
personally." He added: 
" x x x He was earnest, conscien 


tlous and an eminently able Jurist. 
He was true to his ideals and, in all, 
a great American." 
A member of the nation's highest 


court since 1943, the big, soft-spok- 
en Rutledge was the eighth and 
final appointee of President Frank- 
lin D, Roosevelt. 
He died less than two months af- 


ter Justice Frank Murphy, alio a 
Roosevelt deslgnee, who often vot- 
ed with Rutledge no civil rights is- 
sues. They were, in the opinion of 
many lawyers, the most liberal jus- 
tices in recent years 
He came to the high bench, after 


four years as a judge of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia circuit court of 
appeals, from a long career as a 
teacher of law. 
He was dean of the Washington 


University (St. Louis) and Univer- 
sity of Iowa law schools.

Bryant In a lecture on agrostrol- 
ogy, and how grasses enter the 
world's econemlc picture. 


Exhibiting three groups of var- 


ious grasses, the local agricultur- 
alist began with the Uttle Blue 
Stem, which for years fed the In- 
dians— becase It fed the buffalo. 


"The Uttle Blue Stem covered 
.Navarro county llk« a blanket 
about 100 years ago," ho said. 
"Now, It's fading out. It's dis- 
appeared 
because 
It 
couldn't 


stand up under heavy grazing." 
He also pointed out that the 


white man killed the Indians' buf- 
faloes, forcing the -Indians into 
reservations^ 
, 


The Ble Blue Stem and Indian 
grass also were exhibited as grasi- 
es which have gradually disap- 
peared and now are "growing bo- 
tnlcally 
only—not 
for 
economic 
reasons." 


For the present, Allen pointed to 


specimens of Bermuda, Johnson 
and Needle 
grass. 
Seventy-five 


per cent of the hay prepared In 
Navarro county, he reported, Is 
of Johnson grass. The needle grass, 
he said, fits Into the economic 
pattern only because It reminds 
the farmer his soil 
Isn't 
good 


enough to grow much of anything 
else. 


Bryant then asked the group 


what the grasses would be in the 
future, and he gave them the an- 
swer In his opinion. 
Grasses that may cover 
the 


lands 60 or 100 years from now, 
he predicted, are Dallas grass, 
King Ranch Blue Stem, and Blue 
Panic. 


Experiments with the grasses, 


he said, have proved they stand 


up under heavy grazing and spread 
easily and rapidly. 


Dallas grass, which requires ra- 
her fertile land, will graze cattle 
about ten'months out of the year 
and would be Ideal for he approx- 
mately 10,000 acres 
of 
bottom 


and In this country, Bryant said

Everybody Is Interested 
In The Educational Advantages 


Of Our Chjldren 


As the Navarro County Junior College is growing, and will continue to 


grow, for the benefit of our children, and as the old plant now being used 
must be vacated very soon, the Junior College officials and the public see the 
need for plans for the extension of the College as a permanent educational 
institution in our County. No better investment could be made for our chil- 
dren than to make available every educational advantage we can give them. 


To inform the Navarro County 'Citizens of the plans for the new and 


enlarged Junior College to be voted upon on September 22nd, the follow- 
ing information is given, with questions and answers— 


Read these questions and answers over carefully so that you will be- 


come acquainted with the facts and figures relative to the College Bond 
issue to be voted upon. Here they are: 


Q. Why have a Junior College in Navarro County? 
A. Our seventeen-year-old boys and girls profit greatly by the two 


additional years of home and church influence. Small classes with individ- 
ual attention give the student a better opportunity in his higher educational 
pursuits. 


Q. What educational opportunities are offered by Navarro Junior 


College? 


A. A two-year course in all fields of academic preparation. Complete 


business training of one and two years. 


Q. What will this modern college plant cost the taxpayer? 
A. A tax rate of 20c per $100.00 valuation for maturing the bonds. 


An 8c tax per $100.00 valuation for maintenance of the plant. This increase 
in tax rate will cost the taxpayer only 28c per $100 of property rendered. 


Q. What type of bond is to be voted in the $540,000.00 bond election? 
A. The bond issue will be for twenty years with an equal amount to 


be paid each year. The bonds will bear no more than 3 per cent interest 
coupons and will be sold to the highest bidder after proper advertised notice. 
(It is estimated by responsible bond houses that the net interest cost to th« 
county will not be more than 2Vz Per cent per year.) 


Q. Where will the new college be located? 
A. The location of the new college will be on Highway 31, west of 


Corsicana on a 46-acre site now owned by the college; 


Q. What will be done with the temporary buildings now in use? 
A. The eleven frame buildings now in use were donated to the college 


by the Federal government. They will be salvaged and used in the construc- 
tion of the new plant. 


Q. What is the financial condition of the Navarro Junior College? 
A. At the end of its third fiscal year, ending August 31st, 1949, the 


college was free of debt. 


Q. Will taxes be assessed and collected for 1949? 
A. No.

Q. Does a student get full credit for work done in the Navarro Junior 


College when going to higher educational institutions? 


A. Yes. All Texas universities and colleges accept all credits received 


in Navarro Junior College. 


Q. When will I vote? 
A. Thursday, Sept. 22nd, between the hours of 8 A. M. and 7 P. M. 
Q. Where will I vote? 
A. At your school district voting box (List of 20 printed in folder). 
Q. On what condition will the State apportionment to junior colleges 


be granted after 1952?

A. The $175.00 per student State apportionment which we now re- 


ceive'will be withdrawn unless we have permanent buildings. 


Q. What will be the present attendance at the College? 
A. Approximately 600 students. 
Q. What will be the potential capacity of the new College Plant 


when completed? 


A. Approximately 1000 students. 
Q. When will the new plant be completed when bonds are voted? 
A. The new plant must be completed not later than September 1952. 
Q. If the public wants to know anything else about this much need- 


ed educational project for the children of our county where can we get it? 


A. By asking any member of the Junior College Board of Trustees,
